New Bill Is Result of 
Work of Citizens’ Com- 
mittee; Repays Advanc- 
ed Funds to.Counties. 


NO OBLIGATION 
OF STATE’S CREDIT 


5,000 Miles of Paved High- 
ways Provided With- 
‘out Bond Issue or Con- 
stitutional Amendment. 


A bill providing for the creation of 
the “state highway authority,” which 
would have power to issue and sell 
debentures for financing the paving 
of 5,000 miles of state highways in 
Georgia, probably to the amount of 
more than $150,000,000, was intro- 
duced in the house Thursday by Rep- 
resentatives Milner, of Muscogee, and 
Bloch, of Bibb county. 

The bill was drawn up and offered 
te the governor, the legislature and 
the people of Georgia in a report of 
committee on highway 
problems, as a suggestion for a method 
which would provide for the repay- 
ment to counties of approximately 
$20,000,000 advanced the counties in 
the building of state-aid roads and for 
the paving of 5,000 miles of highways 
without using the state’s general cred- 
it, levying any additional taxes or pay- 
ing high rates of interest for the 
financing of the highways. 

The state highway authority would 
become an incorporated body, a part 
of the state government, and would 
have authority to issue and sell deben- 
tures for the proposed financing, the 
report of the citizens’ committee states. 

Committee Personnel. 

The members of the citizens com- 
mittee, the report states, were select- 
ed from every section of the state and 
from all walks of life and not because 
of their views on highway questions. 
None, the report goes on, have any 
financial interest in seeing the pro- 
posed plan adopted. Expenses of the 


“committee, the report says, were paid 


out of voluntary contributions of a 


number of persons, some with and oth- 
ers without any direct interest in the 
plan which might have been adopted.

e citizens committee, appointed 
by Mell R. Wilkinson, who presided 
at a meeting of the Presidents club of 
Atlanta at the Biltmore hotel, June 
2), last fer consideration of Georgia 
highway problems, while not advanc- 
ing a new solution in the methods of 
obtaining funds fer highway construc- 
tion, believes that the bill offered for 
consideration will be a legal, just aad 
efficient plan new to this section of

The report states that the bill sug- 
gested to the general assembly, in the 
belief of the committee, presents a 
practical, legal, feasible, intelligent, 
economical and business-like method 
of using the revenues as now annual- 
ly appropriated to the development of 
the state highway system, in such a 
way as to obtain the moneys neces- 
sary to accomplish the following ob- 


jects : 
Objects Sought. 

1. The immediate repayment to the 
counties of Georgia of the sums they 
have expended in the construction of 
state-aid highways, nearly $20.000.- 
000 now being due these counties :

OF BROKEN DIKES 


President Coolidge Has 
Made No Decision, How- 
ever, on Government 
Help on Levee Bonds. 


Rap‘d City, S. D., July 22.—(/)— 
The federal treasury will be opened 
by President Coolidge for funds to re- 
pair the broken dikes of the Missis- 
sippi river, but he has reached no 
decision on another recommendation 
of Secretary Hoover to have the gov- 
ernment help meet interest and amor- 
tization charges on levee bonds in the 
devastated area. 

Likewise, it was registered today at 
the executive office that the president 


has reached no conclusion on the ques- 
tion of convening congress in spe- 
cial session a month or six weeks 
ahead of the reguiar meeting in De- 
cember to consider flood relief and 
control measures. 

Has Not Changed Views. 

It was stated that Mr. Coolidge has 
not changed his views on this proposal 
which are understood to be that. he 
does not consider the special session 
necessary for flood control alone but 
is willing to listen to the desire of 
congress for getting an early start 
on a prospective heavy calendar. 

Senator Smoot, republican, Utah, 
chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, who is a guest at the summer 
white houge, reiterated today his be- 
lief that a special session would be 
called. He also announced that he 
would fight to have the prospective 
tax reduction made .to apply on in- 
comes of this calendar year on which 
taxes would be paid _ starting next 
‘areh 15. 

The president is leaving formula- 
tion of the tax program largely in 
the hands of the house ways and 
means committee. 
tion must originate. and in the hands 
of the treasury. He hopes to confer 
with Chairman Green, of this com- 
mittee, during the summer and there 
are indications that the administra- 
tion will support the move of Senator 
Smoot for the immediate tax cut.

Pending a more detailed report from 
the army engineers on the re 
flood situation, Mr. Coolidge is with- 
holding any plan for financing this 
work. Offhand, he questions whether 
the federal government can meet the 
interest and amortization charges on 
local bonds, such as the levee bonds 
but he is holding an open mind on 
this suggestion of the secretary. 

He is similarly awaiting further 

tails before taking a position on 
the secretary's recommendation that 
the government take over the work 
of closing and repairing all levee sys- 
tems in the flooded area.

TO EXTRA SESSION. 

New York, July 22.—(4)—United 
States Senator James E. Watson, of 
Indiana, said today that he was un- 
alterably opposed to a special session 
of congress to consider flood control. 

Taking issne with Senator Reed 
Smoot, of Utah, who urged President 
Coolidge to call a special session, the 
Indiana senator said such a session 
can serve no useful purpose. He 
said Secretary Hoover had given as- 
surance that all the money needed 
for relief work was available.

With a strong and powerful group 
of state senators standing firmly in 
their support of John N. Holder for 
reappointment as chairman of the 
state highway board and with Gov- 
ernor L. G. Hardman standing firmly 
for some person to succeed Holder 
possibilities of a deadlock in the leg- 
islature loomed Friday as the members 
of the two bodies adjourned to meet 
again Monday. 

As a dealock in the senate is threat- 
ened, this situation revived talk at 
the eapitol Friday that Governor 
Hardman is prepared to call an extra 
session of the legislature the minute 
the present sessions ends if the senate 
fails to confirm a successor to Chair- 
man Holder. 

According to well informed poli- 
ticians the Holder group in the sen-

An annual increase of approximately 
$4,000,000 in revenues will begin pour- 
ing into the Alabama treasury when 
the fiseal year begins October 1. The 
revenue bill providing the additional 
taxes was passed by the legislature 
now in session and a total of $10,000,- 
000 to $12,000,000 annually will be 
appropriated for the four years of

Passed Last Week. 

The measure was passed by the 
senate and the house last week but 
signature of the senate president and 
the speaker of the house were with- 
held pending a decision of the supreme 
court, which passed on the validity of 
the method in which the bill was 
passed.

Refuse Suppers, 

Refusing their suppers again to-| 
night, Sacco and Vanzetti maintained 
the hunger strike which they began 
Sunday morning in protest over sec- 
recy enveloping the governor's per- 
sonal review of their trial and convic- 
tion. 

Before talking with Vanzetti the 


governor saw Sacco and Celestino 
Madeiros, sentenced to death for an- 
other murder. Madeiros has confessed 
that he and a Providence gang com- 
mitted the South Braintree murders, 
of which Sacco and Vanzetti were con- 
victed. The Madeiros confession was 
used by the defense in one of its ap- 
peals for a new trial, but has never 
been admitted into evidence. All th e 
were sentenced to die in the week of 
August 10. 
Sacco Sees Governor. 
Sacco was the first to be inter- |

Vanzetti was then led in and remained 
for an hour. 

During the brief walk from their 
cells in the Cherry Hill section of the 
jail to the warden’s office the con- 
demned prisoners breathed outdoor air 
for the first time since July 1, when 
they were transferred to the state 
prison from their cells in the jail at 
Dedham.

They gave no sign of weak- 
ness, although they have subsisted on 
nothing but water, and perhaps not 
even that, for six days. There is 
running water in their cells but none 
of the prison guards have seen them 
drink it.

Torn to Death

Animal, Thought Tame, Es- 
capes From Cage and 
Attacks Boy. 


Red Bank, N. J., July 22.—())— 
Thomas Holton, two and one-half 
years old, died in a hospital today 
from bites and slashes inflicted by 
the she-wolf which escaped from his 
father’s private zoo and attacked him 
and Henry Mazza, a playmate, in the 
back yard of the Holton home. 

The Mazza boy was- only slightly 
injured, but Thomas, who was badly 
torn about the abdomen by the wolf 
died within a few hours. 

The escape of a leopard from Hol- 
ton’s zoo last summer terrorized the 


countryside for weeks before it was 1 


trapped and slain by a youth at Sea- 
side Park. about 30 miles from here. 

e animal was shot to death by 
Oli¥er W. Holton, the dead boy’s fa- 
ther, called by the screams of Mrs, 
Alma Mazza, mother of Henry and a 
maid in the Holton home.

MONROE DOCTRINE 
CLASH ENLIVENS 
LABOR GATHERING 


Instrument Assailed by 
Venezuelan as “Impe- 


rialistic” and Is Defend- 
ed by William Green. 


Washington, July 22.—(4)—Furth- 
er bitter attacks on the Latin-Ameri- 
can policies of the United States in 
general and the Monroe doctrine in 
particular developed at today’s meet- 
ing of the fifth Pan-American Labor 
congress and culminated in @ defense 


chairman of the American delegation. 

Mr. Green’s speech served to quiet 
a stormy debate during which Ricardo 
A. Martinez, of Venezuela, denied a 
charge of falsehood by Matthew Woll, 
American delegate; condemned Presi- 
dent Leguia, of Peru, as a tyrant, and 
charged that Panama had been ‘‘stol- 
en” from Colombia. 

Lie Is Passed. 

Woll said Martinez lied in denying 
he had approved in committee a reso- 
lution dealing with the Monroe doc- 
trine which had been substituted for 
one proposed by Martinez. In ans- 
wering the charge, the Venezuelan de- 
clared there had been a misunder- 


In supporting his own resolution at- 
tacking “Monroeism,” Martinez de 
nounced the “frankly imperialistic 
character of the United States govern- 
ment, clearly and explicitly. set forth 
by President Coolidge.” 


Rising to his feet in defense of the 


doctrine, Chairman Green described it | 


as “a part of the fixed and unalter- | 
able policy of the United States of 
America and is unanimously approved 
and accepted by the people of the 
United States.” 

“Believing in America for Ameri- 
cans, it will never be changed,” he as- 
serted. 

Martinez’ otiginial resolution had de- 


clared the doctrine “to be the instru- 
ment, never concurred in by Latin 
America, for United States imperial- 


ism.

Substitute Adopted, 

The substitute, adepted by the con- 
gress with only Martinez in dissent, 
disagreed with the contention that the 
Monroe doctrine “proclaims that the 
person and property of a citizen of 
the United States are a part of the 
general domain of the United States 
as a nation, even when abroad.” 

It asserted that citizens of any coun- 
try when abroad or investing abroad 
should be subject to the laws of the 
foreign country and that “no recourse 
to arms nor to force invany manner

Pulmotors Fail To Revive 
Life Spark of O. E. Pul- 
liam, Accidentally Killed 
in Kirkwood Plant. 


Shortly after O. E.. Pulliam, engi- 
neer at the Kirkwood plant of the 
Consumers Ice company, had been pro- 
nounced dead by hospital physicians 
from an accidental electric shock Fri- 
day afternoon at the plant, attend- 
ants at the Harry G. Poole undertak- 
ing parlors found apparent signs of 
life in his body but efforts to revive 
him with the aid of a pulmotor failed. 

Pulliam was said by fellow workmen 
to have been electrocuted when an 
iron bar he was carrying came in con- 
tact with wires carrying 220 volts 
attached to an overhead ice crane.

Will Attend Service. 

Sunday he plans to attend a me 
morial service at the Rumanian 
church here, to be held simultaneously 
with Ferdinand’s funeral. 

“I feel my father’s death deeply,” 
Carol said tonight to the United 
News. “It was a terrible blow to me. 
But I consider it my duty to attend 
the memorial services in his memory. 
My thoughts are always of my coun- 
try and of beautiful Bucharest, where 
the population will honor fittingly a 
monarch who realized Rumania’s 
unity. 

“I must refuse to make any other 
statement now because I do not want, 
by any agt, or any manifestation, to 
cause trouble at the time of my fa- 
ther’s funeral.” 

Will Start Campaign. 

Carol would not amplify his state- 
ment, but it was taken as a plain 
indication that he intends to start an 
open campaign for the Rumanian 
throne. — 

It is interesting te note that Ru? ~ 
manian Minister Diamandy has been 
recalled to Bucharest to attend Ferdi- 
nand's funeral. 

Carol's courtiers say the recall was 
ordered ‘in order to avoid a meeting 
of any official of the Rumanian gov- 
ernment with Carol at Sunday's me- 
morial service.

Americans See Joker. 

The British and Japanese already 
have suggested limiting the total ton- 
nage of cruisers and destroyers com- 
bined to about 500,000 tons for the 
United States and Great Britain and 
$25,000 tons for Japan. But in ad- 
dition to this, as an extra allocation 
which would not actually be counted 
in the treaty, they have recommended 
another 100,000 or 125,000 tons of 
so-called obsolete vessels for the An- 
glo-American powers and a_ propor- 
tionate number of tons for Japan. 

The Americans are now beginning 
to doubt the wisdom of inaugurating 
this system of “active obsolete” war- 
ships and are wondering whether it 
would not be best frankly to specify a 
total tonnage with the understanding 
that some of this might be composed 
of so-called obsolete war craft. 

The American delegation is seem- 
ingly more determined than ever not 
to commit itself concerning the sizes 
l armament of future American 
secondary cruisers and so far as can 
be learned will defend to the end its 
contention of right to build these 
ships large enough to carry batteries 
of 8-inch guns. There are clear in- 
dications here that the Washington 
government is strongly supporting the 
American delegation on this point. 


American Position. 

American spokesmen declare that it 
is probable that during the 10-year 
life of the projected treaty, the United 
States will net build up to the exist- 
ing strength of the British navy and 
will not want to build all of its sec- 
ondary cruisers big enough to mount 
8-inch guns. , But, they contend, the 
United States cannot possibly aban- 
don its right to do the latter, if it be- 
lieves that naval needs justify such a 
type of const n.

Rickard’s contracts with the 
fighters called for Dempsey to 
get 271-2 per cent and Sharkey 
221-2. Dempsey was understood 
to have been guaranteed $250.,- 
000, and on a percentage basis 
it figures to go slightly more 
than that, with Sharkey getting 
a little ever $200,000. Here are 
the promoter’s figures:

Chicago, July 22.—(4)—Prospective 
serious damage by black rust, espe- 
cially in Canada, unless weather con- 
ditions improve, brought about active 


buying and higher prices in the eat 
market today. Closing quotations on 
wheat were firm at 3-4c +1 1-2e net 
advance, with corn 1 1-8 to 1 3-8e 
up; oats unchanged to 1-4c better and 
provisions Se to 2Ue off. : 

- Rising prices in the wheat market 
encountered heavy selling at times 
but the black rust reports were giv- 
en increasing attention, beine of ex- 
plicit character and covering a wider 
territory than has formed the ,rule 
of late. According to dispatches at 
hand, there is a broad stres'. of black 
rust running from southern Minnesota 
up through central Minnesota and 
North Dakota into Canada. Only the 
weather of the next few days, the re- 
port said, can determine the outcome. 

Word that 1,000 cars of wheat 
would arrive here from QOmaha in 
time for delivery on July contracts 
failed to of’set the influence of black 
rust news and other bullish factors, 
such as export buying of 160,000 
bushels here today, the largest amount 
in quite a while. There were also of- 
ficial advices that Europe this sea- 
son would saise little if any more 
wheat when the short crop of Inst 
vear. Besides private cables said the 
French crop situation threatened to 
become grave. Much of the selling to- 
day was based on an estimate from 
a Jeading private authority that with 
ordinary conditions the Canadian 
prairie provinces would harvest 330,- 
(90.000 bushels. 

Cooler weather unfavorable for corn 
growth gave independent strength to 
the corn market. There was also talk 
that supplies of corn available to 
shippers in territory east of Chicago 
are well cleaned up. Offerings of new 
oats tended to check price gains in 
the oats market.
